The taking of Dr. Wagner's opinion 
of a hypothetical question, the man 
under consideration being the author 
of the letters which have been intro- 
duced as emenating from Harry Thaw 
during the period of his estrangement 
with Evelyn Nesbit after their return 
from Europe in 1903, followed a day 
of almost continuous legal sparring be- 
tween Delphin M. Delmas, for the de- 
fense. and Mr. Jerome for the prose- 
cution. 


Mr, Jerome effectually blocked the 
completion for the time being of the 
direct testimony of Mrs. Evelyn Thaw 
by insisting that before she should go 
further, 
competent 
testimony as to 
Thaw's unsoundness of mind should'be 
placed before the Jury. 
Mr. Delmas 
tried to carry forward the young wife's 
story, but the district attorney was on 
his feet with an objection to every 
question asked. 
Mrs. Thaw had been 
recalled as the third witness of the 
day. 


When young Mrs. Thaw was called 
to the stand Mr. Delmas turned to the 
district attorney and renewed his de- 
mand that the note which was passed 
by Mrs. Thaw to her husband at the 
Cafe Martin the night of the tragedy, 
should be produced. 
Mr. Jerome, upon 
the occasion of the first demand, had 
remained silent.

Became Unconacloua. 
"A few moments after I had drank 
the champagne there began a pound- 
ing and thumping in my ears and tlie 
room got all black. 


"When I awoke my clothes had all 
been taken off me. I started to scream. 
Mr. White got up and threw a kimono 
on me. As I sat up I saw mirrors all 
around the bed. 
I began to scream 
again, and Mr. White asked me to 
keep 
quiet, 
saying 
that it was all 
over. 


"When he threw the kimono over 
me, he left the 
room. 
I 
screamed 
harder than ever. 
I don't remember 
how I got my clothes on. He took me 
t o m e and I sat up all night crying." 


"Wliere was Mr. White when you 
recovered consciousness?" 


"He was on the bed, beside me. on- 
dressed." 
"What did he say afterwards?" 
"He made me swear that I would 
never tell my mother about it. He 
said there was no use in talking, and 
the greatest thing in this world was 
not to get found out. He said the girls 
in the theatres were foolish to talk. 
He laughed afterwards. 


Thaw Excited. 


"Yes, he was excited, and walked 
up and down the room. We sat up all 
night. 
He said It was not my fault; 
that no one could blame me, and that 
I was only an unfortunate girl, and 
that he did not think any the less of 
me; he would marry me, anyway." 


"Did he offer to marry you again?" 
"Yes, and I told him that if I did 
marry hlra the friends of Stanford 
White would laugh at him and laugh 
a t me, as they suspected our relations, 
if they did not know." ^ 


The 
witness 
told ^Thaw that 
It 
would not be well to marry on account 
of his family. 
He persisted that he 
wished to marry her. 


Thaw, with his whole frame shak- 
ing, sat with his head buried in his 
hands, a handkerchief 
covering 
tha 
eyes. 
Where the defendant sits he la 
all but shielded from the Jury. 
Bent 
over the table as he sobbed he could 
not be seen at all. 
Thus Thaw sat for 
many minutes, and when he 
finally 
lifted his head his eyes were red and 
swollen. 


Mrs. Thaw told of how »he camo 
back from Europe a month ahead of 
Thaw. 
During that month friends of 
Stanford White had told her many 
stories about the young Pittsi)urg mil- 
lionaire, and 
when he returned 
to 
America she refused to see him ex- 
cept In the presence of a third person. 
When ho asked her why she acted so 
she told him the stories. 


Was Told Stories About Thaw. 


One was that Thaw had put a girl 
Into a bathtub and turned 
scalding 
water upon her. Another was that ho 
was addicted to the use of morphine, 
and a third declared that he had tied 
girls to bed posts and baten them- 


"He looked very sad," she said, "and 
told mo they had been making a fool 
of me. 
He said he understood why it 
was done. 
I afterwards got so many 
conflicting accounts from the persons 
who had told me the stories, and I 
heard their reputations were so bad, 
that I finally told Mr, Thaw I did not 
believe the stories.

never has." 


The girl paid other tributes to ber 
husband, to save whose life she braved 
all. 


"When I told him 
the 
story in 
Paris," she said, "he came to me and 
picked up the hem of my skiht and 
kissed It and said he would always 
love me. 
He nearly always called me 
his angel. 
We sat together that night 
until daylight talking the matter over. 
The effect on Harry wa3 terrible. 


"Stanford White sent me to school 
Jn New Jersey 1"b October, 1902, and 
early -in 19y3 I became 111. The doctors 
came and said an operation was necea- 
gary. T ^ y told me I was very sick, 
but did not say what was the matter, 
Mr. Thaw came to see me. and waa 
the last person, except the doctors, 
whom I s a v Uofore being placed wnder 
the influence of anaesthetics, H© had 
told it was dangeroua for me to 


talk. 
So 
ho 
ciamo In quietly and 
kneeled down by the bed and kissed 
my hand and looked at me for a mo- 
ment and went out. 


"When I recovered I found he had 
made arrangements for my mother to 
take mo abroad to recuperate. It was 
while we wero in Paris on this trip 
that he proposed to me." 


White Begged to See Her Alone. 
Mrs. Thaw declared that Stanford 
White during the yoar which followed 
hor experience in the room of tho ml^ 
rored walls repeatedly sought to have 
her visit him alone. 


"I told Harry," she said, "that Mr. 
White had begged me, had ploadcd aud 
cried and 
scolded, and done every* 
thing he could to make mo come to 
see him alone. 
I refused, and ho told 
me I was cruel and that I was as cold 
fus a fish and not a human being. I told 
Mr. White I didn't care to trust hi^n." 


After her return from Europe and 
during the months .«he would not »ea 


ITarry Thaw "because of the dreadful 
things Mr. Wliite a'nd his friends told 
mo about him," she declared T t a w ac- 
cused her of improper relations with 
the architect 


"I told him it was a He, and that I 
had not," she testifled, with an em- 
phatic show of feeling/ 


•After leading the witness to toll, in 
chronological order, of the incidents 
of her wedding with Thaw In Pitts- 
burg, Mr. Delmas asked her If she 
had seen Stanford White after her re- 
turn to New York from the honey- 
moon trip. 


"I passed Stanford Whit© one day 
on Filth avenue. 
I was in a cab. and 
he saw me, and I heard him say 'E^e 
lyn,' Just like that," and Mrs. Thaw 
raised her voice as if to oall somo 
one. 
"I went back to our hotel and 
told 
I-Iarry, and he said 'the dirty 
blackguard—he had no right to apeak 
to you.' 
The next time I saw him I 
was driving to Dr. Delevan's office to 
have 
my 
throat 
treated. 
Stanford 
White was also In a cab. 
He Just 
stared at me this time and stroked his 
moustache. 
I turned into 33d street 
off Fifth avenue, and as I alighted at 
the doctor's door I saw Stanford White 
coming. 
I rang the bell, and the maid 
came to the door, and' then I got so 
nervous 
and 
flustered 
I told her I 
would come 
back 
again, and I ran 
down the steps, got into the cab and 
drove to the hotel, where I told Harry 
what had happened. 
He got very ex- 
cited and bis his nails." 


These were the only two instances. 
Mrs. Thaw said, that she told her hus- 
band that Stanford White "had ap- 
proached or attempted to speak" to 
her.

FIVE OF FAMILY 


BURNED TO DEATH 


Allentown, Pa., Feb. 12.—Edwin W. 
Reidnauer and his four children—Per­ 
cy, aged 8; Fannie, aged 6; Pauline, 
aged 4, and Arthur, aged 2 years- 
were burned to death in a fire which 
destroyed their home. 


The boiling over of a pan of fat In 
a bakery which Reidnauer conducted, 
and which adjoined his dwelling, start­ 
ed the fire. When the fire began the 
mother ran into the street to summon 
the firemen, leaving Reidnauer to res 
cue the children, who were,asleep in 
the tipper portion of the house. 
The 
flames made rapid progress, and when 
Mrs. Reidnauer returned the destruc 
tion of her home was complete, into 
which she was prevented from hurl­ 
ing herself only by the greatest effort 
on the part of the firemen. 


When the flames were extinguished 
Reidnauer and the four children were 
found dead in a front room on the sec­ 
ond floor. 
The father has been over­ 
come and roasted to death with the 
youngest child, Arthur, in his arms. 


Reidnauer was 29 years old. 
His 
widow is prostrated and in a serious 
condition.

Paterson, N. J., Justice Fearfully Man­ 
gled By Explosion. 


Paterson, N. J., Feb. 9.—Justice of 
the Peace Robert Cortezo was fear­ 
fully injured in his office by the ex­ 
plosion of an infernal machine sent 
him by express, and died several hours 
later. The office was wrecked and the 
detonation could be heard for blocks. 


The Judge has actively aided the po­ 
lice in the capture of Italian law­ 
breakers recently. 


His son Robert received the infernal 
machine, which came from Newark 
and 
was 
delivered by an express 
wagon. 
It had been prepaid and the 
boy accepted it and signed the receipt 
book. The outside wrapper was of pa­ 
per, tied with strong twine. Judge Cor­ 
tege removed this paper. Inside was 
another wrapping of paper made fast 
with a strap such as boys use to put 
around school books. Robert says he 
was watching curiously to see what 
the little box contained. 


His father rested the package on the 
desk and pulled the end of the strap 
toward him, so as to loosen the tongue 
of the buckle. The moment he did so 
there was the explosion. Judge Cor- 
tese was found lying between the door­ 
way and the hole in the flooring. Both 
legs and both arms were broken, his 
face and body were torn and lacer­ 
ated, and his back was apparently 
broken. Some of the flesh was torn 
from the bones, 
He was romoved to 
S t Joseph's hospital, where he died. 


New York, Feb. 12.—Answering a 
hypothetical 
question covering every 
detail of the testimony up to this time 
in tho Thaw trial, including Mrs. Eve­ 
lyn Nesbit Thaw's narration of her life 
history to the defendant, Dr. Charles 
G. Wagner, superintendent of the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Bingham­ 
ton, N. Y., declared on the witness 
stand that in his opinion Harry K. 
Thaw did not know that the act was 
wrong when he shot and killed Stan­ 
ford White. 


The taking of Dr. Wagner’s opinion 
of a hypothetical question, the man 
under consideration being the author 
of the letters which have been intro­ 
duced as emenating from Harry Thaw 
during the period of his estrangement 
with Evelyn Nesbit after their return 
from Europe in 1903, followed a day 
of almost continuous legal sparring be­ 
tween Delphin M. Delmas, for the de­ 
fense, and Mr. Jerome for the prose­ 
cution. 


Mr. Jerome effectually blocked the 
completion for the time being of the 
direct testimony of Mrs. Evelyn Thaw 
by insisting that before she should go 
further, 
competent 
testimony as to 
Thaw's unsoundness of mind should* be 
placed before the jury. 
Mr. Delmas 
tried to carry forward the young wife’s 
story, but the district attorney was on 
his feet with an objection to every 
question asked. 
Mrs. Thaw had been 
recalled as the third witness of the 
day. 


When young Mrs. Thaw was called 
to the stand Mr. Delmas turned to the 
district attorney and renewed his de­ 
mand that the note which was passed 
by Mrs. Thaw to her husband at the 
Cafe Martin the night of the tragedy, 
should be produced. Mr. Jerome, upon 
the occasion of the first demand, had 
remained silent. He was on his feet at 
once, saying he would send for the slip 
of paper. It was brought from his of­ 
fice, was identified by Mrs. Thaw and 
then read by Mr. Delmas as follows: 


“The b— was here a minute ago but 
went out again.’' 


Mrs. Thaw testified that “the b—" 
meant the “blackguard," as Thaw al­ 
ways referred to Stanford White, whom 
she had seen on the balcony of the 
cafe. 


The only other essential point Mrs. 
Thaw was allowed to bring out in her 
testimony was the statement that the 
defendant never carried a pistol except 
in New York city. She was asked many 
other 
questions, embodying 
various 
stories she had discussed with Thaw, 
including the alleged fate of a girl 
known to them as “the pie girl” at the 
hnds of Stanford White, but Mr. Je­ 
rome blocked every question with a 
sustained objection. 


EVELYN THAW'S STORY 


WHOLE FAMILY ASPHYXIATED 


Man, Wife and Child Found Dead In 
Wilmfn0ton, Dal. 


Wilmington, Del., Feb. 12.—Michael 
Ryan, aged 35 years; his wife, Mamie, 
aged 26, and their infant, Mary A., 
who lived at 223 Connell street, aged 
4 mounths, were asphyxiated by illu­ 
minating gas. . Policeman Beck, who 
forced an entrance into the house, 
found the victims lying on a bed in 
the sacond-sfcory front room, all three 
cold and stiff in death. 
On the floor 
was a gas stove. It was etill burning, 
but the tube fitted so loosely upon 
the burner at the pipe that gas was 
escaping plentifully.

Their seclusion during all of Sun­ 
day, and the fact that a Sunday paper 
remained untouched on the front-door 
step, in dicated that the tragedy oc­ 
curred during Saturday night. 


Reveals Her Life With Stanford White 
to Save Husband. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw told her story. To save the life 
of her husband, charged with murder, 
she bared to the world the innermost 
secrets of her soul—a portrayal for 
which a sanctuary were a more fitting 
place than the crowded, gaping court 
room. It was the same story she told 
Harry Thaw in Paris in 1903, when he 
had pleaded with her to become his 
wife—the confession of one who felt 
there was an insurmountable barrier 
to her ever becoming the bride of the 
man she loved, 


Then 
came the revelation of the 
wreck of that girlhood at the age of 
16. She told the story of her meeting 
with Stanford White, the story of the 
sumptuous studio 
apartment, whose 
dingy exterior 
gave no hint of the 
luxurious furnishings within; of a vel­ 
vet covered swing in which pne could 
«wing 
until 
slippered toes crashed 
•through the paper of a Japanese para­ 
sol swung from the ceiling; the story 
of a glass of champagne, of black, 
whirling sensations and of mirrored 
bedroom walls. In short, she told all 
the story. 


“Don't scream so; it 1« all over. It 
Is all right." 


“And this was Stanford White?" 
The question came from Mr. Dol­ 
mas, now conducting the defense of 
Harry Thaw. 


“Yes, sir." 
She told of her arrival in New York, 
of her life here, and eventually the ac­ 
ceptance by her mother of the thrice 
refused 
invitation of a girl of the 
theatre to jneet some of her friends 
jat luncheon. The girl's mother told 
Evelyn's mother they were people in 
New 
York 
society 
and 
perfectly 
proper, else she would not let her girl 
go with them. 


“When she came for me in the han* 
som," said the witness, “I remember 
hoping we were going to the Waldorf. 
I bad heard so much about it and 
wanted so U go there. But the han- 
aom stopped in front of a dingy looking 


building in West 24th street, ana l 
was told to got out. 
Mother 
had 
dressed me. 
My skirts were just to 
my shoe tops then." 


This was in August* 1901. 


Her Meeting With White. 


“Ho was a big and fat and ugly 
man—I remember him meeting us at 
the head of throe flights of stairs,” 
Bhe continued. 
“He gave me presents 
nnd my mother let me go to other par­ 
ties. Tksv, he said my mother should 
visit some friends !ji FUfsburg. 
She 
said she could not leave me. He said 
it would be all right; that he would 
^look after mo. Finally slio went. Then 
came an invitation to a party, but no 
one else was there—just two. 
'They 
t\l fceem to have turned us down,' ho 
said. After we had dined and I want­ 
ed to go home, ho said I had not seen 
all of the apartment, and we went to 
the bedroom with the mirrors all over 
the walls. 
On a small table stood a 
bottle of champagne and one glass. 
Mr. White poured out Just ono glass 
for me, and I paid no attention to it. 
Mr. White went away, came back and 
said: ‘I decorated this room myself.’ 
Then he asked me why I was not 
drinking my champagne, and I said I 
did not like it; it tasted bitter. But ha 
persuaded me to drink i t and I did. 
Became Unconacloua. 


“A few moments after I had drank 
the champagne there began a pound­ 
ing and thumping in my ears and the 
room got all black. 


“When I awoke my clothes had all 
been taken off me. I started to scream. 
Mr. White got up and threw a kimono 
on me. As I sat up I saw mirrors all 
around the bed. I began to scream 
again, and Mr. White asked me to 
keep quiet saying that it was all 
over. 


“When he threw the kimono over 
me, he left the 
room. 
I 
screamed 
harder than ever. 
I don’t remember 
how I got my clothes on. He took me 
tom e and I sat up all night crying." 


“Where was Mr. White when you 
recovered consciousness?” 


“He was on the bed, beside me, on- 
dressed." 


“What did he say afterwards?" 
“He made me swear that I would 
never tell my mother about it. He 
said there was no use in talking, and 
the greatest thing in this world was 
not to get found out. He said the girls 
in the theatres were foolish to talk. 
He laughed afterwards. 


Thaw Excited. 


“Yes, he was excited, and walked 
up and down the room. We sat up all 
night. 
He said it was not my fault; 
that no one could blame me, and that 
I was only an unfortunate girl, and 
that he did not think any the less of 
me; he would marry me, anyway." 


“Did he offer to marry you again?" 
“Yes, and I told him that if I did 
marry him the friends of Stanford 
White would laugh at him and laugh 
at me, as they suspected our relations, 
if they did not know." ^ 


The 
witness 
told 'Thaw that it 
would not be well to marry on account 
of his family. 
He persisted that he 
wished to marry her. 


Thaw, with his whole frame shak­ 
ing, sat with his head buried in his 
hands, a handkerchief covering the 
eyes. Where the defendant sits he is 
all but shielded from the jury. 
Bent 
over the table as he sobbed he could 
not be seen at all. Thus Thaw sat for 
many minutes, and when he finally 
lifted his head his eyes were red and 
swollen. 


Mrs. Thaw told of how she came 
back from Europe a month ahead of 
Thaw. 
During that month friends of 
Stanford White had told her many 
stories about the young Pittsburg mil­ 
lionaire, and 
when he returned to 
America she refused to see him ex­ 
cept in the presence of a third person. 
When ho asked her why she acted so 
she told him the stories. 


Was Told Stories About Thaw. 


One was that Thaw had put a girl 
into a bathtub and turned scalding 
water upon her. Another was that he 
was addicted to the use of morphine, 
and a third declared that he had tied 
girls to bed posts and baten them. 


“He looked very sad," she said, “and 
told mo they had been making a fool 
of me. He said he understood why it 
was done. 
I afterwards got so many 
conflicting accounts from the persons 
who had told me the stories, and I 
heard their reputations were so bad, 
that I finally told Mr, Thaw I did not 
believe the stories. 
He 
said: ‘You 
know I have never lied to you'—and he 
never has." 


The girl paid other tributes to ber 
husband, to save whose life she braved 
all. 


“When I told him 
the 
story in 
Paris," she said, “he came to me and 
picked up the hem of my skiht and 
kissed it and said he would always 
love me. 
He nearly always called me 
his angel. We sat together that night 
until daylight talking the matter over. 
The effect on Harry was terrible. 


“Stanford White sent me to school 
in New Jersey in October, 1902, and 
early in 19u3 I became ill. The doctors 
came and said an operation was necea* 
sary. T ^ y told me I was very sick, 
but did not say what was the matter, 
Mr. Thaw came to see me, and was 
the last person, except the doctors, 
whom I sav* before being placed under 
the influence of anaesthetics. He bad 
been told it was dangerous, for me to 


talk. 
So 
ho 
¿arno in quietly and 
kneeled down by the bed and kissed 
my hand and looked at me for a mo­ 
ment and went out. 


“When I recovered I found h* had 
made arrangements for my mother to 
take me abroad to recuperate. It was 
while we were in Paris on this trip 
that he proposed to me.” 


White Begged to See Her Alone. 
Mrs. Thaw declared that Stanford 
White during tho year which followed 
her experience in the room of tho mir­ 
rored walls repeatedly sought to have 
her visit him alone. 


“I told Harry,” she said, “that Mr. 
White had begged me, had pleaded aud 
cried and scolded, and done every* 
thing he could to make me come to 
see him alone. I refused, and ho told 
me I was cruel and that I was as cold 
as a fish and not a human being. I told 
Mr. White I didn’t care to trust hi*i.”

Director of Mint Placet it at $376,289,- 


200 in 1905. 


The stock of the world's gold was 
enriched in 1905 by the production of 
neAV metal to the value of $376.289.200, 
this output being nearly f20.000.000 
larger than that of 1904, 
In giving 
this final estimate the Director of 
the Mint said that the largest produc- 
er of gold last year was Africa, with 
an output of $113.329,110, while the 
United States ranked 
second, with 
$88,180,700, and Australasia third, with 
$83,920.500. 


The important gains in gold produc- 
tion were $7,710.000 by the United 
States, 
$27.415,200 
by 
Africa 
and 
$2,056.900 by Mexico. Losses in gold 
production were $1,913.000 by Canada, 
?1,840.800 by Australasia and $2,511,- 
GOO by Russia. 


All of the principal silver producing 
countries showed a falling off in the 
output of that metal compared -with 
the previous year; the United States, 
of 1,500,000 ounces; Mexico, of 6,156,- 
000 ounces; Australasia, of 2,000,000 
ounces; South America, or 1,742,000 
ounces, and Japan of nearly 1,000,000 
ounces. 
The average value of silver 
in New York, based on'London's price 
converted at the current rates of ex- 
change, was 61 cents per fine ounce, 
which may 
be 
compared 
with 
5Si 
cents for 1904, 54 cents for 1903 and 
52 cents for 1902, the lowest year's 
price on record. 


The largest silver producing country 
in 1905 was the United States, with 
a total production of 56,101.600 fine 
ounces, but Mexico was a close sec- 
ond, with 54,052,893 fine ounces. 


The gain in gold production in the 
United States last year was due large- 
ly to the increased output in Alaska. 
This year's unofficial estimate of the 
production In that territory shows an 
even larger gain than was shown last 
year, for 
the 
total 
will 
certainly 
reach . $20,000,000. 
Director Roberts, 
in commenting on the production of 
gold and silver in the United States 
last year said today: 


"The most important changes in 
gold production are shown by Alaska, 
which advances from 
$9.160,500 
in 
1904 to $14,925,600 in 1905. 
Colorado 
shows an increase from $24,395,800 in 
1904 to $25,701,100 in 1905, due to 
freedom from labor troubles. Nevada 
»hows a gain from $4,307,800 in 1904 
to $5,359.100 in 1905, and a gain in 
silver from 2,695,100 to 5,863,500 fine 
ounces." 


The Director of the Mint says that 
Nevada will show for 1906 a much 
larger gain In both gold and silver, 
and that the State seems likely to 
make a contest, for first place as a 
producer of tho precious metal. 
The 
total output of sliver is about 1,500,- 
000 ounces xmder that of the previous 
year, the 
three 
heaviest 
producers, 
Colorado, 
Montana 
and 
Utah, 
all 
showing a decline.

Besides th4 
Clintons in Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, and a dozen other statesj 
there are in New York state alone 17 Clintons In various shades and forms 
There is no reason why, In our affection for George Clinton and De Wittj 
honorable governors and great leaders in their day, New York state should 
tolerate this sprinkling of their names over its postofflces and its townshipS] 
There is a commercial side to the question, for bushels of letters are carried 
astray every year. 
Those who suppose that Hastings-on-Hudson is a bit oi 
affectation, will find that there is in the same state a Hastings and a Hast- 
ings Center to be taken account of in mailing their letters. Not a state in 
the Union but is suffering from this wretched lack of oversight on the part 
of our postofficse department. 


One of the worst illustrations of absurd and unmeaning naming of townd 
occurred in New York, when the classical dictionary was poured all over 
the central part of the state; dropping around the Oriskany Hills, the Mo- 
hawk Flats, and the Niagara and Ontario Valley, such un-American Bames 
as Utica, Syracuse, Rome, Homer, Claudius, Virgil, Manlius, Cicero, Carthage; 
to say nothing of 'Poland. Russia, Mexico, and other foreign titles—displac- 
ing sonorous Indian names and ignoring others either descriptive or com- 
memorative. 
West Virginia should have been Kanawha, as was proposed 
at the time of its admission, and the noble name of Dakota, should have been 
spared a prefix adjective giving the equally noble name of Cheyenna an hon- 
ored place on our roll of states.—Collier's Weekly. 
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P war were declared tomorrow with a first-class power, great 
would be the consternation in the metropolis of this vast 
country. 
Congress has failed to act fully on the lessons 
learned in 1898. 
True, defences have been planned and 
the works started, but the situation is similar to that of a 
$500.000 house with everything completed save the roof^ 
and the interior left to suffer from each succeeding down- 
pour. 
Our seacoast defences are very much in this con- 
dition, and if any hostile fleet desired to toss 
shell 
into 
them it could do so quite at its leisure. 
Then, as in the past, we would have 
the spectacle of citizens begging for ships, men, and materials for protec- 
tion, 
The ships could not come because the navy must keep its fleet In- 
tact. 
Money, men, and material, however, would be wasted with reckless- 
ness appalling and a fearful extravagance when compared with what could 
have been accomplished if the same were spent calmly and with sober busi- 
ness judgment in times of peace. 


The difference between the actual and proper methods of procedure can- 
not be overestimated. 
As matters stand at present, the fearful paralysis of 
business interests in case of a bombardment would be so enormous that the 
mind can only form a hazy conception of the results. The effects, so far- 
reaching, make it remarkable that the people of this country do not demand 
proper protection for the great trad® centres of the country. 
Under present 
conditions evea a phantom fleet would produce direful terror. 
The trains 
would be crowded with fleeing inhabitants; commercial vessels would fear 
to sail; business of all kinds would become stagnant. Newspapers would vie 
with one another in running out extras magnifying the number of ships, and 
many would be the failures reported. 
The foregoing statements are no 
idle dream, but are made from observations of actual war conditions.

Director of Mint Places it at $376,289,- 


200 in 1905. 


The stock of the world’s gold was 
enriched in 1905 by the production of 
new metal to the value of $376,289,200, 
this output being nearly $20,000,000 
larger than that of 1904. 
In giving 
this final estimate the Director of 
the Mint said that the largest produc­ 
er of gold last year was Africa, with 
an output of $113,329,110, while the 
United States ranked second, with 
$88,180,700, and Australasia third, with 
$83,920,500. 


The important gains in gold produc­ 
tion were $7,71G,000 by the United 
States, 
$27,415,200 
by 
Africa 
and 
$2,055,900 by Mexico. Losses in gold 
production were $1,913,000 by Canada, 
$1,840,800 by Australasia and $2,511,- 
G00 by Russia. 


All of the principal silver producing 
countries showed a falling off in the 
output of that metal compared with 
the previous year; the United States, 
of 1,500,000 ounces; Mexico, of 6,156,- 
000 ounces; Australasia, of 2,000,000 
ounces; South America, or 1,742,000 
ounces, and Japan of nearly *1,000,000 
ounces. 
The average value of silver 
in New York, based on'London’s price 
converted at the current rates of ex­ 
change, was 61 cents per fine ounce, 
which may 
be 
compared 
\vith 
58 
cents for 1904, 54 cents for 1903 and 
52 cents for 1902, the lowest year’s 
price on record. 


The largest silver producing country 
in 1905 was the United States, with 
a total production of 56,101,600 fine 
ounces, but Mexico was a close sec­ 
ond, with 54,652,893 fine ounces. 


The gain in gold production in the 
United States last year was due large­ 
ly to the increased output in Alaska. 
This year’s unofficial estimate of the 
production in that territory shows an 
even larger gain than was shown last 
year, for 
the 
total 
will 
certainly 
reach . $20,000,000. 
Director Roberts, 
in commenting on the production of 
gold and silver in the United States 
last year said today: 


“The most important changes in 
gold production are shown by Alaska, 
which advances from 
$9,160,500 in 
1904 to $14,925,600 in 1905. 
Colorado 
shows an increase from $24,395,800 in 
1904 to $25,701,100 in 1905, due to 
freedom from labor troubles. Nevada 
shows a gain from $4,307,800 in 1901 
to $5,359,100 in 1905, and a gain in 
silver from 2,695,100 to 5,863,500 fine 
ounces.” 


The Director of the Mint says that 
Nevada will show for 1906 a much 
larger gain in both gold and silver, 
and that the State seems likely to 
make a contest, for first place as a 
producer of the precious metal. The 
total output of silver is about 1,500,- 
000 ounces under that of the previous 
year, the three heaviest producers, 
Colorado, 
Montana 
and 
Utah, 
all 
showing a decline.

there are in New York state alone 17 Clintons in various shades and forms; 
There Is no reason why, in our affection for George Clinton and De Wittj 
honorable governors and great leaders in their day, New York state should 
tolerate this sprinkling of their names over its postoffices and its townshlpsj 
There is a commercial side to the question, for bushels of letters are carried 
astray every year. 
Those who suppose that Hastings-on-Hudson is a bit oi 
affectation, avIH find that there is in the same state a Hastings and a Hast< 
ings Center to be taken account of in mailing their letters. Not a state in 
the Union but is suffering from this wretched lack of oversight on the pari 
of our postoffiae department. 


One of the worst illustrations of absurd and unmeaning naming of townd 
occurred in New York, when the classical dictionary was poured all over 
the central part of the state; dropping around the Oriskany Hills, the Mo­ 
hawk Flats, and the Niagara and Ontario Valley, such un-American names 
as Utica, Syracuse, Rome, Homer, Claudius, Virgil, Manlius, Cicero, Carthage; 
to say nothing of ‘Poland, Russia, Mexico, and other foreign titles—displac­ 
ing sonorous Indian names and ignoring others either descriptive or com­ 
memorative. 
West Virginia should have been Kanawha, as was proposed 
at the time of its admission, and the noble name of Dakota* should have been 
spared a prefix adjective giving the equally noble name of Cheyenna an hon­ 
ored place on our roll of states.—Collier’s Weekly. 


New York’s Inadequate $ 
Seacoast Defence

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f war were declared tomorrow with a first-class power, great 
would be the consternation in the metropolis of this vast 
country. 
Congress has failed to act fully on the lessons 
learned in 1898. 
True, defences have been planned and 
the works started, but the situation is similar to that of a 
$500,000 house with everything completed save the roof, 
and the interior left to suffer from each succeeding down­ 
pour. 
Our seacoast defences aro very much in this con­ 
dition, and if any hostile fleet desired to toss 
shell into 
them it could do so quite at its leisure. 
Then, as in the past, we would have 
the spectacle of citizens begging for ships, men, and materials for protec­ 
tion. 
The ships could not come because the navy must keep its fleet In­ 
tact. 
Money, men, and material, however, would be wasted with reckless­ 
ness appalling and a fearful extravagance when compared with what could 
have been accomplished if the same were spent calmly and with sober busi­ 
ness judgment in times of peace. 


The difference between the actual and proper methods of procedure can­ 
not be overestimated. As matters stand at present, the fearful paralysis of 
business interests in case of a bombardment would be so enormous that the 
mind can only form a hazy conception of the results. The effects, so far* 
reaching, make it remarkable that the people of this country do not demand 
proper protection for the great trade centres of the country. Under present 
conditions even a phantom fleet would produce direful terror. 
The trains 
would be crowded with fleeing inhabitants; commercial vessels would fear 
to sail; business of all kinds would become stagnant. Newspapers would vie 
with one another in running out extras magnifying the number of ships, and 
many would be the failures reported. 
The foregoing statements are no 
idle dream, but are made from observations of actual war conditions.—Har­ 
per’s Weekly.

duty on mail sent through the New 
York office, but for which that office 
gets not a cent in revenue.

TAYPftlN At A CANCER CURB. - 


T«*t» In London Hoopitnl 
Fail—C* 


p*rim«nts on Animals. 


The reports of Prof. W. J. Morton's 


successful experiments In the treat- 
ment of cancer by means of trypsin, 
combine* vith Dr. C. W. Saleeby's 
writings oa the same subject have 
aroused interest in all sections of the 
community, writes the London corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun. In- 
quiries at the chief cancer hospital of 
London, in Fulham road, show that 
the use of trypsin there has not been 
accompanied by the success reported 
from America. 


For the last six months half a doz- 


dozen patients have been under the 
trypsin treatment, but not one result 
has been favojftble. Of the patients 
selected none was going down hill or 
in such condition that nothing would 
have done any good. The trypsin 
used was active. It would digest egg 
albumen. 
The hospital authorities, asked to 


account for its success in America 
and failure in London, said they could 
not account for anything of which 
they did not know the full circum- 
stances. It must always be borne in 
mind that many reported cures of can- 
cer were found not to be cancer at 
all. 
They first wanted to know be- 


yond- all doubt if the disease was can- 
cer clinically and miscroscopically. 


When Dr. Beard of Edinburgh was 


quoted as having cared cancer in 
mice with trypsin the reply was to 
the effect that the value of the experi- 
ment was handicapped by the fact 
that the growths induced in mice by 
innoculation also disappear spontane- 
ously without the use of trypsin. 


Cases are reported of tumors disap- 


pearing from the human body, but 
they are very rare. Cases had been 
found where small, isolated nodules 
had- disappeared without treatment- 
The hospital has tried everything, but 
hitherto the expected results had not 
appeared. The representative of the 
hospital added: 
"In the meantime we are clearing 


ground. We are now working on the 
disease in animals, and we think we 
will probably learn a great deal more 
about it. We cannot say we have 
made any direct cures under special 
treatment. Fair results have been 
obtained with radium in certain ro- 
dent ulcers, but we know of no suc- 
cessful treatment beyond the knife, 
and that early. I see that Prof. Mor- 
ton speaks of results with amylopsin. 
We have not tried that yet. We hava 
simply used trypsin-"

Coal Tar Compounds in Food. 


The use of coal tar compounds in 


foods has increased trsmeadously it 
recent years. 
Over two thousand o] 


them are on the market aow. Their 
discovery has practically forced ou1 
lead chromate and sim-iiar mineral 
dyes, which formerly were commonly 
found in cheap confections. 


While most of the colors derived 


from coal tar are harmless, some are 
decidedly objectionable and 
should 


aever be used ia food. A few, like 
picric acid, a brilliaat yellow dye, 
are really poisoaous, but more are 
made so ia the manufacture. Arsenic 
is frequeatly used in this process and 
is verv difficult to completely elimin- 
ate from the fiaished product a mere 
trace is sufficient to place the color on 
the dangerous list. Fuchsia and a 
group of siaiilar dyes are aow harm- 
less because the old arsenic method 
has beea discarded for a safer oae 
Probably more chemists are working 
on the safe manufacture of these col- 
ors than oa aay oae problem, and each 
year brings new colors and improvec 
processes for the productioa of the old 
dyes. 


"The Germans established the health- 


fulaess of the harmless colors to their 
satisfactioa by compiling statistics of 
the aailin factory 
laborers. From 


these it would appear that the propor- 
tion of illaess is remarkably small 
This, however, is a merely aegative 
test. A point worthy of consideration 
is the amount necessary to be used for 
coloriag purposes. 
Formerly confec- 


tioaers, especially, were forced to use 
color with a lavish hand. With coal 
tar dyes the case is different; one ounce 
of auramiae, a much, used color, will 
tint two thousand pounds of confec- 
tion. Professor Leach, food analysi 
of Massachusetts, says: "Very littl« 
danger need be apprehended from tht 
use of coal tar dyes ia food, objec- 
tioaable as they certaialy 
are as J 


commercial fraud."—Good Housekeep- 
ing.

THE SEPARATION LAW. 


POWER OP CHURCH IN 
FRANC* 


COMPLETELY DESTROYED. 


Public Worship Associations Having 


Refused, at th« Instance of the Pop*, 
to Take Over Its Vast Possession*, 
They Revert to the Government. 
The Separation law, which has 


gone into effect, disestablishes the 
Roman Catholic Church in. France 
and turns over to the State the title 
o religious and ecclesiastical prop- 
erty estimated to have cost over 
1200,000,000. The law was passed by 
the Chamber of Deputies on July 3, 
1905. and by the Senate on Dec. 6, 
1905. 
and was finally ratified as a 


aw on Dec. 11, 1905, to be put into 
torce a year from that date. 


The Act of Disestablishment, which 


divorces France from official connec- 
tion with all religious sects, stipu- 
ates that the churches may be turned 
over within a year of the passage of 
the act to "public worship associa- 
tions." 
The Catholics, by order of 


he Vatican, refused to form such as- 
sociations. 


There is still another year, namely, 


until Dec. 11. 1907, within which the 
State may. if it so chooses, transfer 
the religious property to these public- 
worship associations, but meantime 
the title to the property has been lost 
to the Church, and the State has. 
from today, the sight to seize, sell or 
destroy all of the Church's property 
or otherwise put ii in liquidation. 
Until the State takes over the re- 
ligious property the churches may 
be used free, but the act says the 
State must dispose of all the prop- 
erty 
within five years— that 
is 


to say, by December 11. 1910. The 
older clergy are promised life pen- 
sions not to exceed 1500 francs: the 
rest are pensioned for from four to 
eight years. 


The Act of Disestablishment not 


only severs all connection between 
Church and State, but prevents or 
seeks to prevent, the future rise of a 
privately endowed church as a rival 
to the State by limiting the amount 
of endowment which any church may 
accumulate to three times its revenue 
where *he annual revenue exceeds 
5000 francs. 
The financial manage- 


ment of the "public worship associa- 
tion" is subjected to the control of the 
State, and whatever possessions they 
may acquire are to be taxed. Build- 
ings and funds devoted to charitable, 
apart from purely religious, purposes, 
are handed over to charitable institu- 
tions to be directed by the State. 


Under the Act of Disestablishment 


the State will save annually about 
$8,500.000 in salaries hitherto paid to 
the Catholic clergy out of the public 
budget. All of the great cathedrals, 
including Notre Dame, of Paris: the 
$5,000.000 Basilica of the Sacred 
Heart, at Montmartre, and the beau- 
tiful and costly property at Lourdes, 
as well as the ancient historic piles 
at Rouen and elsewhere will pass in- 
to the hands of the Government. 


The Act of Disestablishment is the 


final step in the complete abrogation 
of the Concordat signed by the first 
Napoleon and Pope Pius VII, on July 
15, 1801, which re-established 
the 


Church as an institution of the State 
after its complete overthrow under 
the Reign of Terror. Napoleon after- 
ward modified the Concordat by his 
organic articles, •which reduced the 
Church almost to the condition of a 
department of the Government. Un- 
der the Second Empire the subven- 
tion of the clergy by the Government 
was considerably increased. They en- 
joyed a practical monopoly of the 
burials. 


Although for twenty-five years past 


the gradual uprise of socialism ia 
France has been a constantly growing 
menace to the Church as an institu- 
tion of the State, and although, so far 
back as 1881 a law—that regulating 
public assemblies—was passed which 
was later construed to hamper the 
meetings of religious congregations. 
it was not until 1S01 that the first 
decisive legislative blow was struck 
at the bond that bound the Church to 
the <jovernment. 


This was the "Associations Act" of 


Waldeck-Rousseau, which was prompt- 
ed, it was declared by the Govern- 
ment, 
by 
numerous conspiracies 


against the Republie to which the 
militant orders of the Church, such 
as the Assumptionists and Jesuits, 
were alleged to have contributed 
largely, in the shape of funds. 
Tha 


"Associations Act" required 
tho 


heads of all religious orders to re- 
port to the Government the covenants 
of the association, secret or other- 
wise, the place of meeting, the names 
of all members, etc. Penalty for fail- 
ure to comply was dissolution of the 
order and confiscation of the proper- 
ty, which was to be distributed, half 
of it among the donors, the rest to 
a pension fund for superannuated 
wor ingmen. 
The Pope instructed 


the religious orders not to submit 
to the Government their ancient rules 
and constitutions. 


The result was the virtual extinc- 


tion of the great orders of the Church. 
The Assumptionists, the Jesuits, the 
Passionists and some of the minor 
3'ders placed their property outside 
the jurisdiction of France. The Jes- 
uits sent their novices to Holland, 
and themselves emigrated to other 
countries. The Carmelite, Oblate and 
Benedictine nuns also took refuge 
abroad. The Sisters of St. Vincent 
de Paul, and some other female or- 
ders, submitted to the new law and 
remained in France. 
Out of 16.40* 


religious establishments all but 5004 
were in doe time outlawed under the 
act.—New York World.

The reports of Prof. W. J. Morton'« 
successful experiments 
in the treat 
ment of cancer by 
means of trypsin, 
comblncdr with 
Dr. C. W. Salecby's 
waitings 
on the anme 
subject 
havo 
aroused interest in all sections of the 
community, writes tho London 
corro- 
spondent of the New York 
Sun; 
In- 
quiries at the chief cancer hospital of 
London, In Fulhaih 
road, show that 
the use of trypsin there has not been 
accompanied by the success reported 
from America. 


For the last six months half a doz- 
dozen patients have 
been under 
the 
trypsin treatment, but not one result 
has been favoi^ble.

the patients 
•selected none was going down hill or 
in such condition that nothing would

good.

When Dr. Beard of Edinburgh 
was 
quoted as having 
cured 
cancer ^in 
mice with trypsin the reply 
was to 
the effect that the value of the experi- 
ment Avas handicapped 
by the 
fact 
that the growths induced in mice by 
innoculatlon also disappear spontane- 
ously without the use of trypsin. 


Cases are reported of tumors disap- 
pearing from the human 
body, but 
they are very rare. 
Cases had been 
found where small, isolated 
nodules 
had' disappeared without 
treatment 
The hospital has tried everything, but 
hitherto the expected results had not 
appeared. 
The representative 
of the 
hospital added: 


"In the meantime 
we are clearing 
ground. 
We are now working on the 
disease in animals, and we think we 
will probably learn a great deal more 
about It. 
We cannot 
say we

made any direct cures under

Over two thousand of 
them are on the market now. Their

While most of the colors derived 
from coal tar are harmless, some are

Head Found in JLof 


On Saturday Afternoon one of tho most 
gruesome diecoverics in the history of this 
section was made on tho lumber tract of 
tho firm of Tato and Cole, north of Tho 
Narrows, in Menallen township, 
A per- 
fectly formed petrified head and neck of 
a man came to the view of Janey Wood- 
ward who was sawing wood. Tho odd 
sight was found in the body of a log which 
he was engngod in sawing into slabs. Mr, 
Woodward, who is engaged by Tato and 
Cole for the work of cleaning out tho 
tracts of land which they are cutting into 
railroad ties and other sizes for railroad 
use, came across a rather large log which 
had been lying on ground several days.

On the removal of the second slab tho 
lumberman was astonished to see tho 
man's head of perfect proportions the fca- 
turse being preserved to the minutest de- 
tiul in the body of tho wood.

Would he have come nearer tne 
fact if he had said, 'The anarchistic rich?' For, st-range as it may 
seem, some men, forgetting that corporate property Is so peou- 


liarlv in need of the protection of the law. have gone great lengths In absolv- 
in~ themselves and these who move with them in the higher circles of finance 
from the restraints of the law. of equity, of ethics and even of common de- 
cency 
The decision in the Xorthern Securities case, nowever, shows that 


apprehension as to what corporate aggression may involve in the future is 
a'thin^ cognizable by our Supreme Court, and therefore by the people. 
The contest is no longer between those who have and tnose who have 


not, but between those on the one hand who have moderately, sufficiently and 
even abundantly and on the other those who, through the use of trost funas 
and the power incident thereto, seek by questionable practises to have exces- 
sively 
This is the issue which Is daily 'brought into every home in America. 


Like" taxation without representation, it involves moral and ethical questions, 
and also strikes at the pocket book, which, has been called tie sure road to 
the 4nglo-Saxon"s heart. It will not down. 
Great and repeated efforts have been made to quiet and hush the clamor 


•which is rising on this subject. Such efforts may succeed for a time, but not 
in the end 
It is not for me to say, in the words of Patrick Henry, 'Gentle- 


men may cry peace, peace, but there is no peace.' Xcr yet, 'Snail we lie 
supinely on our backs until the enemy shall have bound us hand and foot. 
Xo a thousand times no! I cannot and will not stir your minds up to a sense 
of wrong 
Such is not iny purpose, nor is this the forum for an appeal 


against unjust wealth. You and I have too large a stake in it to risk adding 
to the danger into which it has been brought by the malfeasance of some or 
our agents. What I do want is to bring to your attention the fact that no 
apparently effective thing has been done to right the wrongs which are known 
to exist and that it rests with us, the great middle class, to meet this issua 
as our fathers met those which confronted them, soberly, advisedly and in 
fear of God Let us -do and sav nothing rash, but, relying on past experiences, 
move forward as people who know their rights, and knowing, dare maintain. 


President Roosevelt seems to adhere to the idea that there are good 


trusts and bad trusts, good corporations and bad corporations. 
He seems to 


make a classification, based on size, objecting to the very large ones and 
favoring the comparatively small ones. It strikes some, however, that the 
difference between a bad corcoraticn and a good one, whether we call it a 
trust or not lies wholly in the methods pursued by the managers of the cor- 
poration in regard alike to the public, to their employes and their stock- 
holders- and. judging from past experiences, it is chiefly in bad faith toward 
the stockholders and dishonesty in dealing with the public that most managers 
of corporations have erred. 
. , 
This is the supreme issue which in various forms is agitating the mimdS 


of the masses of our fellow countrymen. I hope, and we all hope, that in 
this hour of moral trial the Xation may again find in its Chief Magistrate the 
man destined to control this issue, within the law and by the iaw.

On the contrary, while exceeding the 
strength of ordinary bricks, and pos- 
sessing an extraordinary resistance to 
heat, they are more permeable to air, 
aad consequently are well suited for 
the building of houses.

HAT there has been maladministration, not to say stealing, ift 


many of our great corporations is a matter of common notoriety, 
in some cases of positive proof. 


Dtetrict-Attorney Jerome has the credit of coining the 


phrase ‘the criminal rich.’ 
Would he have come nearer the 


fact if he had said, ‘The anarchistic rich?” For, strange as it may 
seem, some men, forgetting that corporate property is so pecu­ 
liarly in need of the protection of the law, have gone great lengths In absolv­ 
ing themselves and those who move with them in the higher circles of finance 
from the restraints of the law, of equity, of ethics and even of common de­ 
cency. 
The decision in the Northern Securities case, however, shows that 
.apprehension as to what corporate aggression may involve in the future is 
a tiling cognizable by our Supreme Court, and therefore by the people. 


The contest is no longer between those who have and those who have 
not, but between those on the one hand who have moderately, sufficiently and 
even abundantly, and on the other those who, through the use of trust funds 
and the power incident thereto, seek by questionable practises to have exces­ 
sively. This is the issue which is daily brought into every home in America. 
Like taxation without representation, it involves moral and ethical questions, 
and also strikes at the pocket book, which has been called the sure road to 
the Anglo-Saxon’s heart. 
It will not down. 


Great and repeated efforts have been made to quiet and hush the clamor 
wbicli is rising on this subject. 
Such efforts may succeed far a time, but not 
in the end. 
It is not for me to say, in the words of Patrick Henry, ‘Gentle­ 
men may cry peace, peace, but there is no peace.' 
Nor yet, ‘Shall we lie 
supdnely on our backs until the enemy shall have bound us hand and foot?’ 
No, a thousand times no! 
I cannot and will not stir your minds up to a sense 
of wrong. 
Such is not my purpose, nor is this the forum for an appeal 
against unjust wealth. 
You and I have too large a stake In it to risk adding 
to the danger into which it has been brought by the malfeasance of some ot 
our agents. 
W hat I do want is to bring to your attention the fact that no 
apparently effective thing has been done to right the wrongs which are known 
to exist, and that it rests with us, the great middle class, to meet this issue 
as our fathers met those which confronted them, soberly, advisedly and in 
fear of God. Let us »do and say nothing rash, but, relying on past experiences, 
move forward as people who know their irights, and knowing, dare maintain. 


President Roosevelt seems to adhere to the idea that there are good 
trusts and bad trusts, good corporations and bad corporations. 
He seems to 
make a classification, based on size, objecting to the very large ones and 
favoring the comparatively small ones. 
It strikes some, however, that the 
difference between a »bad corporation and a good one, whether we call it a 
trust or not, lies wholly in the methods pursued by the managers of the cor­ 
poration in regard alike to the public, to their employes and their stock­ 
holders; and, judging from past experiences, it is chiefly in bad faith toward 
the stockholders and dishonesty in dealing with the public that most managers 
of corporations have erred. 


This is the supreme issue which in various forms is agitating the mindfc 
of the masses of our fellow countrymen. 
I hope, and we all hope, that in 
this hour of moral trial the Nation may again find in its Chief Magistrate the 
man destined to control this issue, within the law and by the law.

The G«rman Kaiser's opinion of 


himself is revealed 
i«L a statement 


made by the poet, Ganghofer, about a 
lengthy conversation he had with his 
Majesty during the" latter's recent 
visit to Munich. Talking over Gang- 
hoi'er's writings, the Kaiser said that 
their optimistic tone greatly pleased 
him, as he himself 'was a thorough op- 
timist Happen what might he would 
remain such to the end of his life. He 
described himself as filled with joy 
in his work. He added: 


"I want to go ahead. I will be hap- 


py if my people only understand my 
purposes and support me." 


The Kaiser complained of the dis- 


trust which every hard worker meets 
with, quoting a sentence from Gang- 
hofer's "Silence In the Woods" to the 
effect that one should not mistrust an- 
other 
without reason. 
Doing so 


wrongs the other and harms himself. 


The same rule, he said, applies to 


politics. The German people have a 
future, whatever may be said, and 
consequently the Kaiser is always 
hurt on hearing the words "empire 
weariness." He works without wear- 
iness and ibiEks he is making prog- 
ress. 
The Kaiser next explained the rea- 


son for his fondness for traveling. He 
said his work was fatiguing and he 
must refresh himself with 
frequent 


change of scene. Therefore he re- 
garded criticism ia this respect and 
his nickname of the "traveling emper- 
or" as a good joke. He would not al- 
low it to diminish his pleasure in see- 
ing the world. 


He regretted that many Germans 


did not know the beauty of their own 
country and said they ought to travel 
more, as to do so would tend to 
strengthen their love for their coun- 
try. 
He regretted the complicated ar- 


rangements for his journeys. He 
would prefer to go automobiling alone, 
returning refreshed. Such recreation 
was doubly needful to a man of his 
calling, who had to fight so many mis- 
understandings, and all the more as 
a monarch is not allowed personal in- 
dependence. He added: 


'-When he succeeds ia anything the 


world asks who advised him; when he 
fails it says he did not understand the 
matter. \Vhen 
I am doing things 


that are regarded as harmless when 
done by other princts the people de- 
mand the reasons. My only reply is 
that my acts are for the good of the 
German empire and the German peo- 
ple/' 
The Kaiser consoled himself 
with 


the fact that he often found, apprecia- 
tion, especially "during his journeyings. 


SEEING 
CARDS BY TELEPHONE. 


A Swindle That Is Said to Have Had 


Many Victims. 


The "telephone game" is being 


worked in the boroughs of Brooklyn 
and Queens. The game consists in 
the operator betting some 
cheerful 


'comeon'' that he has a friend, a pro- 
fessor, who can read any card in the 
pack over a telephone. The swindle 
is carried out by means of a code, 
every card in the pack being designat- 
ed by some common, name of a man.

holds in his hand is the ten of dia- 
monds. 
The game is generally carried on in 


saloons, tobacco stores, barber shops 
fend other such places. The operator 
whisks into the place rubbing his 
hands and by way of making an open- 
Ing among the crowd begins: 


"Wonderful! Wonderful.! Never saw 


anything like it! Never!" t 
"What's" eating you?" inquires the 


cheerful comeon. 


"Nothing, nothing," answers the op- 


erator. 
" Have something: cold day. Wonder- 


ful as I was remarking. He reads a 
card over the telephone just as easily 
as you can read that sign before your 
eyes. Don't make any difference how 
many miles away. He is over in 
Manhattan today. Just ask what card 
you hold in your hand and in a min- 
ute he has the answer. 


With a few more remarks the oper- 


ator has some one in the crowd bet- 
ting him from 50 cents to $20 that the 
feat is impossible. The money is 
posted, very often a capper who has 
entered the place beforehand 
being 


made the stakeholder. Then a pack 
of cards is produced and the victim is 
asked to pick out any card he likes. 
Of coarse everybody in the 
place 


knows the card.

As ao other dov,-n is so highly es- 


teemed or brings so high a price in the 
world's markets as that of the eider 
duck, so in Iceland and the Westmana 
Islands, where these birds nest, no 
other bird is so strictly protected by 
law and by public sentiment- The Ice- 
landic law, says the author of "The 
Faroes and Iceland," provides but one 
exception to the rule that these birds 
must never be killed; a man on the 
verge of starvation, and having abso- 
lutely no other resource, may kill one 
to eat. to save his life. The penally for 
breaking the law is a fiae of eleven , 
dollars—an enormous sum for an Ice- j 
l?ndic farmer.

The eider duck makes her nest of 


down from her own breast, forming a 
circular mound, beautifully regular in 
shape, which has the property of re- 
taining heat in a remarkable degree.

provides a second, sometimes even a 
third supply fro-a the same 
scarce, 


which, then becomes exhausted. 


\Vhea this occurs, the drake gives 


his down, which can "be distinguished 
by its color. It was formerly the cus- 
tom to take away all the down sup- 
plied by the female; but the practice 
was said to lead to great inortality 
:uno£€ the ducks, through exhaustion, 
so now each nest is usually rifled on- 
ly once before the eggs-are hatched, 
and again after the birds have left it. 


Icelandic eider farms are frequently 


situated on little islands off the coast 
covered with low hummocks. Small 
shelters of rough stones are 
made 


among these hummocks to protect the 
brooding ducks from wind and driving 
rain, and bells are sometimes suspend- 
ed near them under the belief that 
their sound as they are rung by the 
wind, attracts the birds. On these 
farms the birds become very tame, so 
that one familiar with, them can han- 
dle them on the nest without fright- 
ening them.

This the Japanese players persisted in 
disallowing, and finally, failing to pur- 
suade the umpire over to their views, 
they took up the bases and broke up 
the game. Thereupon the umpire de- 
clared the game as having been won 
by the St. John's College team at a 
score of 9 to 0, according to American 
baseball rales governing such cases, 
and that this score would be duly rec- 
orded. 


At this ihe Japanese players and 


spectators kicked up a rumpus, and de- 
taining the bicycle of the umpire re- 
fused to let hini depart unless he re- 
considered his decision and altered his 
rerdict. To this demand the umpire 
could not see his way to accede, with 
/he result that a long and tedious par- 
ley followed during which the Jap- 
inese crowd created a loud uproar, 
rendering the situation most unpleas- 
int to all concerned.

dicted. As it is. those conditions can 
hardly be termed encouraging, if it be 
true that exorbitant wages act as a de- 
terrent to the investment cf capital. 


It seems that, before April 18. there 


were 20.000 trade-union workmen em- 
ployed in the city. During the

four months, however, thousands of 
workmen have naturally been attract- 
ed thither, and. according to the esti- 
mate of the secretary of the Building 
Trades Councils, there are now more 
than 30.000 engaged in the rebuilding 
Ordinarily the labor put into an edi- 
fice costs about thirty-three percent 
of the total construction charges. Ii 
San Francisco- at this time, however 
the average of wages for men of al' 
crafts, including the unskilled toiler 
is at least thirty percent higher thai 
the rates which prevailed before th« 
earthquake.

The squav.- rose from her seat with 


great impressiveness. and ^.retched 
her skinny arms above her head with 
a wild gesture. 


"Does he say I am to be silent in 


the councils of my people? In these 
veins runs the blood of the last of the 
Sac kings. It is my right to speak." 


The chiefs rose about her. stirred 


by her words, gesticulating angrily. 
It was plain that trouble was at hand, 
and the Indians far outnumbered the 
whites. 


The general calmly listened until 


the speech was Interpreted. Then he 
rose, with a sweep of the hand, to 
command silence. 


"Mr. Interpreter," he said, ''tell her 


—a—that—a—my 
mother 
was — a 


woman."

purposes and support nie." 


The Kaiser complained 
of the dis- 
trust which every hard worker meets 
with, quoting a sentence from 
Gang- 
hofer's "Silence in the Woods" to the 
effect that one should not mistrust an- 
other 
without 
reason. 
Doing 
so 
wrongs the other and harms himself. 


The same 
rule, he said, applies to 
politics. 
The German people have a 
future, whatever 
may 
be said, and 
consequently 
the Kaiser 
is 
always 
hurt on hearing the 
words "empire 
weariness." 
He works without wear- 
iness and thinks he Is making 
prog- 
ress. 


The Kaiser next explained the 
rea- 
son for his fondness for traveling. He 
said his work was fatiguing and 
he 
must refresh himself with 
frequent 
change of scene. 
Therefore 
he 
re- 
garded criticism' in this respect 
and 
his nickname of the "traveling emper- 
or" as a good joke. 
He would not al- 
low it to diminish his pleasure in see- 
ing the world. 


He regretted 
that many 
Germans 
did not know the beauty of their own 
country and said they ought to travel 
more, as 
to do 
so 
would 
tend 
to 
strengthen their love for their 
coun- 
try. 
H e regretted the complicated ar- 
rangements 
for 
his 
journeys. 
He 
would prefer to go automobiling alone^ 
returning refreshed. 
Such recreation 
was doubly needful to a man 
of his 
calling, who had to fight so many mis- 
understandings, and all the more as 
a monarch is not allowed personal in- 
dependence. 
He added : 


"When he succeeds in anything the 
world asks who advised him; when he 
fails it says he did not understand the 
matter. 
When 
I am 
doing 
things 
that are regardedi as harmless when 
done by other prince-s the people de- 
mand the reasons. 
My only reply is 
that my acts are for the good of the 
German empire and 
the German peo- 
ple." 


The Kaiser' consoled himself 
with 
the fact that he often found apprecia- 
tion, especially during his journeyings.

Gathering 
Eider-Down, 


As no other down is so highly es- 
teemed or brings so high a price In tho 
world's markets as that of tho eider 
duck, so In Iceland and the West maun 
Islands, where these birds nest, 
no 
other bird Is so strictly protected by 
law and by public sentiment. 
The Ice- 
landic law, says the author of "The 
Faroes and Iceland," provides but one 
exception to the rule that these birds 
must never be killed; a man on the 
verge of starvation, and having abso- 
lutely no other resource, may kill one 
to oat, to save his life. Tho penalty for 
breaking the law is a fine of eleven 
dollars—an enormous sum for an Ice- 
landic farmer. 


The cider duck makes her nest of 
down from her own breast, forming a 
circular mound, beautifully regular 
in 
shape, which has the property of 
re- 
taining heat iu a remarkable degree. 
She plucks out the down Mith 
her 
beak 
If the down be removed 
she 
provides a second, sometimes even a 
third supply from the same 
source, 
which, then becomes exhausted. 


When this occurs, the drake gives 
his down, which can bo distinguished 
by its color. 
It was formerly the cus- 
tom to take away all the down sup- 
plied by the female; but the practice 
was said to lead to great 
mortality 
anions the ducks, through exhaustion, 
so now each nest is usually rifled on- 
ly once before the eggs "are hatched, 
and again after the birds have left it. 


Icelandic eider farms are frequently 
situated on little islands off the coast 
covered 
with 
low hummocks. 
Small 
shelters of rough stones are 
made 
among these hummôcks to protect the 
brooding ducks from wind and driving 
rain, and bells are sometimes suspend- 
ed near them under the belief 
that 
their sound as they are rung by the 
wind, attracts the birds. 
On 
these 
farms the birds become very tame, so 
that one familiar with them can han- 
dle them on the nest without fright- 
ening them. 


On such farms there is a separate

There are provid- 
ed a number of obloug frames which

Major-General Adolphus W. Greely,

The German Kaiser’s 
opinion

himself is revealed 
in a 
statement 
made by the poet, Ganghofer, about a 
lengthy conversation he had with his 
Majesty 
during the 
latter’s 
recent 
visit to Munich. 
Talking over Gang- 
liofer’s writings, the Kaiser said that 
their optimistic tone greatly 
pleased 
him, as he himself was a thorough op­ 
timist. 
Happen what might he would 
remain such to the end of his life. He 
described himself as filled with 
joy 
in his work* 
He added: 


“I want to go ahead. 
I will be hap­ 
py if my people only understand my 
purposes and support me.” 


The Kaiser complained 
of the dis­ 
trust which every hard worker meets 
with, quoting a sentence from 
Gang- 
hofer’s “Silence in the Woods” to the 
effect that one should not m istrust an­ 
other 
without 
reason. 
Doing 
so 
wrongs the other and harm s himself. 


The same 
rule, he said, applies to 
politics. 
The German people have a 
future, whatever 
may 
be said, and 
consequently 
the Kaiser 
is 
always 
hurt on hearing the 
words “empire 
weariness.” 
He works without wear­ 
iness and thinks he is making 
prog­ 
ress. 


The Kaiser next explained the rea­ 
son for his fondness for traveling. He 
said his work was fatiguing and 
he 
m ust refresh himself with 
frequent 
change of scene. 
Therefore 
he 
re­ 
garded criticism’ in this respect 
and 
his nickname of the “traveling emper­ 
or” as a good joke. 
He would not al­ 
low it to diminish his pleasure in see­ 
ing the world. 


He regretted 
that many 
Germans 
did not know the beauty of their own 
country and said they ought to travel 
more, as to do 
so 
would 
tend to 
strengthen their love for their coun­ 
try. 
H-e regretted the complicated ar­ 
rangements 
for 
his 
journeys. 
He 
would prefer to go automobiling alone, 
returning refreshed. 
Such recreation 
was doubly needful to a man 
of his 
calling, who had to fight so many mis­ 
understandings, and all the more as 
a monarch is not allowed personal in­ 
dependence. 
He added: 


“When he succeeds in anything the 
world asks who advised him; when he 
fails it says he did not understand the 
matter. 
When 
I am doing 
things 
that are regarded' as harmless when 
done by other princes the people de­ 
mand the reasons. 
My only reply is 
that my acts are for the good of the 
German empire and the German peo- 
ple.” 


The Kaiser consoled himself 
with

“Nothing, nothing,” answers the op­ 
erator. 


“ Have something; cold day. Wonder­ 
ful as I was remarking. 
He reads a 
card over the telephone just as easily 
as you can read that sign before your 
eyes. 
Don't make any difference how 
many miles away, 
He 
is over 
in 
Manhattan today. 
Just ask what card 
you hold in your hand and 
in a min­ 
ute he has the answer. 


With a few more remarks the oper­ 
ator has some one in the crowd bet­ 
ting him from 50 cents to $20 that the 
feat 
is impossible.

money 
is 
posted, very often a capper who has 
entered the place beforehand 
being 
made the stakeholder.

of cards is produced and the victim is 
asked to pick out any card he likes.

number in the telephone book.

2 nd 
after 
some delay the voice at the other end 
finally announces that the professor 
is at the telephone. 


“Professor, I have a friend here who 
fg sceptical about your ability to read 
cards through the phone.

you to tell him what card he holds in 
his hand.” 


According to those who have been 
through the game 
the “professor” is 
reluctant to comply, but 
finally con­ 
sents to read “just one card, just one.”

THE JAPANESE IN BASEBALL* 


Gathering Eider-Down, 


As 110 other down is so highly es­ 
teemed or brings so high a price in tho 
world’s markets as that of the eider 
duck, so in Iceland and the Westmann 
Islands, where these birds nest, no 
other bird is so strictly protected by 
law and by public sentiment. The Ice­ 
landic law, says the author of “The 
Faroes and Iceland,” provides but ono 
exception to the rule that these birds 
must never be killed; a man on the 
verge of starvation, and having abso­ 
lutely no other resource, may kill ono 
to eat, to save his life. Tho penalty for 
breaking the law is a fine of eleven 
dollars—an enormous sum for an Ice­ 
landic farmer. 


The eider duck makes her nest of 
down from her own breast, forming a 
circular mound, beautifully regular in 
shape, which has the property of 
re­ 
taining heat in a remarkable degree. 
She plucks out the down with 
her 
beak 
If the down be removed she 
provides a second, sometimes even a 
third supply from the same 
source, 
which, then becomes exhausted. 


When this occurs, the drake gives 
his down, which can be distinguished 
by its color. It was formerly the cus­ 
tom to take away all the down sup­ 
plied by the female; but the practice 
was said to lead to great mortality 
among the ducks, through exhaustion, 
so now each nest is usually rifled on­ 
ly once before the eggs-are hatched, 
and again after the birds have left it. 


Icelandic eider farms are frequently 
situated on little islands off the coast 
covered with low hummocks. Small 
shelters of rough stones are 
made 
among these hummòcks to protect the 
brooding ducks from wind and driving 
rain, and bells are sometimes suspend­ 
ed near them under the belief that 
their sound as they are rung by the 
wind, attracts the birds. 
On 
these 
farms the birds become very tame, so 
that one familiar with them can han­ 
dle them on the nest without fright­ 
ening them. 


On such farms there is a separate

At this the Japanese players and 
tpectators kicked up a rumpus, and de­ 
taining the bicycle of the umpire re­ 
fused to let him depart unless he re­ 
considered his decision and altered his 
perdict 
To this demand the umpire 
could not see his way to accede, with 
ilie result that a long and tedious par­ 
ley followed during which the Jap- 
mese crowd created a loud uproar, 
rendering the situation most unpleas­ 
ant to all concerned. 


Finally the umpire was allowed to 
depart with his bicycle without further 
molestation, he having told the Jap­ 
anese that the position of umpire was 
forced upon him by them, and that con­ 
sequently his decision m ust be accept­ 
ed as final.

What It Costs to Rebuild 
San Fran­ 
cisco. 


Major-General Adolphus W. Greely, 
who, by reason of his prolonged per­ 
sonal observations on the scene of the' 
catastrophe, must be held to constitute 
the highest authority, is said to have 
expressed tho conviction that 
San 
Francisco will be entirely rebuilt and 
will completely recover its former com­ 
merce and prosperity. 
How 
many 
years will be needed for the reconstruc­ 
tive process he does not pretend to 
say, because the labor conditions that 
may prevail hereafter cannot be pre­ 
dicted. 
As it is, those conditions can 
hardly be termed encouraging, if it be 
true that exorbitant wages act as a de­ 
terrent to the investment of capital. 


It seems that, before April 18, there 
w.ere 20,000 trade-union workmen em­ 
ployed in the city. 
During the 
last 
four months, however, thousands of 
workmen have naturally been attract­ 
ed thither, and, according to the esti* 
mate of the secretary of the Building 
Trades Councils, there are now more 
than 30,000 engaged in the rebuilding 
Ordinarily the labor put into an edi­ 
fice costs about thirty-three percent 
of the total construction charges. If 
San Francisco at this time, however 
the average of wages for men of al’ 
crafts, including the unskilled toiler 
is at least thirty percent higher tliai 
the rates which prevailed before thi 
earthquake. In other words, workniet 
will receive about forty-three perceir 
of the total cost of reconstruction, or 
say, about $175,000,000, without reck 
oning the cost of clearing the debrif 
from the burned district. As this pie- 
liminary expenditure will amount tc 
some 120,000,000 of which 
laborers 
derrick-men, and teamsters will ge: 
more th.an three-fourths, the aggregate 
of the share of the cost of reconstruc­ 
tion accruing to labor will exceed $190,* 
000,000. 
At present 
the

thousand workmen employed upon the 
t*isk receive in wages $108,000 a day,
